First Worn b y Regulars Under Gen­ 
eral Scott in War of 1812. 
“Cadet gray,,” the uniform worn b y 
the cadets of the United States Mili­ 
tary Academy at West Point, was sug­ 
gested b y the act of General Winflmd 
Scott in adopting it for a 
b ody of 
troops under his command. 
While stationed at Buffalo, in the 
summer of 1814, General Scott wrote 
to the q uartermaster for a new sup­ 
ply of clothing for the regulars. Word 
soon came b ack that b lue cloth, such 
as used in the army, could not b e ob ­ 
tained, owing to the stringency of the 
b lockade and the lack of manufacfur- 
ers In the country, b ut that there was 
sufficient gray cloth—now known as 
“cadet gray"—in Philadelphia. 
Scott 
ordered It made up for his soldiers 
and in these new gray 
suits 
they 
marched down the Niagara river on 
the Canada side, in the direction of 
Chippewa. 
It was just b efore the 
b attle known b y that name, which oc­ 
curred early in July. 
General Raill, the British command­ 
er, looked upon them with contempt 
when preparing for b attle on 
the 
morning of the 5th, for the Marq uis of 
Tweedale, who, with the British ad­ 
vance, had skirmished with them all 
the day b efore, had reported that they 
were only a “Buffalo militia” and ac­ 
counted for their fighting so well and 
driving him into his intrenchments 
north of the Chippewa river b y the 
fact that ft was the anniversary of 
American independence 
that stimu­ 
lated them. 
On account of the victory won at 
Chippewa that day. chiefly b y these 
soldiers in gray, and in honor of Scott 
and his troops, that style of cloth was 
adopted at the military academy at 
West Point as the uniform of the ca­ 
dets.

The M., K. & T. has receiv ed two 
sample adjustable mark ers made by 
the Adams & W estlak e Co., which ts 
the same that put out the six-day 
switch light that the Katy recently 
put in use in the yards here, says the 
Parsons Eclipse. 
The mark ers are fine look ing lamps, 
and if they hav e all the qualifica­ 
tions claimed for them they will prob­ 
ably be adopted by the Katy. 
They light on two sides and are so 
arranged that, by shifting the glass 
within, a red light or a green light 
can be shown at either side. 
This 
mak es it necessary for the m ark er to 
hav e only two bulls-eyes. whereas the 
m ark er now in use has four. 
It is claimed for 
the 
adjustable 
m ark er that the draft is so protected 
that it will k eep the light burning the 
worst weather, which is another com­ 
mendable feature. 
But the adjustable color scheme is 
the greatest dmwing card. 
On pas­ 
senger trains the Katy rules are to 
show a green light on one side of the 
train and a red light on the rear, while 
on a joint 
track 
the rules are re­ 
v ersed, thus mak ing it necessary for 
the lamps now in use to be turned 
when the Katy trains go on a joint 
trade. 
W ith the adjustable mark ers 
fbi« is not 
necessary, as the <K>lor 
be changed in a moment without 
mov ing the lamp. 
The two sample mark ers, if they 
mak e good after a sixty days’ test, 
may be put in use all ov er the sys­ 
tem.

Why a Redhot Pok er Does Not Cause 
It to Hiss and Sputter. 
If a redhot pok er be thrust into cold 
water it hissee and sputters; if into 
boiling water, there is no commotion, 
says London Answers. 
When in the first experiment cold 
water comes in contact with the hot 
iron there is a sudden and explosiv e 
generation of steam, which causes Che 
liquid to be scattered with 
a hissing 
noise, consequent upon the bursting 
of Innumerable hubbies. 
When, on 
the other hand, a pok er is 
thrust into 
boiling water, which 
is al­ 
ready giv ing forth steam, the intro­ 
duction of the hot iron, by still furth­ 
er assisting steam production, causes 
the pok er to become at 
once 
sur­ 
rounded by a sheath of v apor, which 
effectually prev ents the water from 
eoming 
into actual contact with the 
metal. 
This sheath of v apor is compara- 
tiTely a bad ccmductor of heat, so that 
but little passes from the iron to the 
water.

NEW WAY TO MAKE BUTTER. 


Sweet Cream Pou red Over Pads Which 
Absorb All bu t the Fat. 
A committee of the Frank lin iu sti- 
tu ie of Philadelphia has ju st made 
pu blic its report on the Taylor proc­ 
ess for bu tter mak ing. 
It Is recom­ 
mended that Mr. Taylor receive the 
John Scott medal and premiu m in 
recognition of the valu e of his inven­ 
tion. 
In this new’ process sweet cream is 
pou red Into shallow* pans the bottoms 
of W’hich are covered with absorbent 
pads. 
These pads are composed ot 
heavy white blotting paper su pported 
on Tu rk ish toweling, or some similar 
material, and absorb from the cream 
nearly all of Its constitu ents except 
the fat. The cream fat remains as a 
layer on the su rface of the pads and 
after several hou rs’ standing it may 
be rolled off. 
In this condition the produ ct con­ 
tains rather too mu ch water and milk 
proteids; on this accou nt, and becau se 
of the absence of salt, it does not k eep 
well. 
If, however, the separated bu t­ 
ter fat be work ed and salted in the 
same way as the ordinary chu rned 
produ ct the resu lt is a fine grade of 
bu tter. 
The process has the advantage of 
cheapness, since the pads may be u sed 
over and over again, lasting, it is said, 
for six months of daily u se.

v isions or other articles of immediate 
necessity .” 
In 18 9 5 the leg islatu re also enacted 
a statu te which made it a misdemean­ 
or for any person to carry on the bu si­ 
ness of barbering on Su nday , su bject­ 
ing the person who v iolated the act 
to a fine of from $25 to $50 or to im­ 
prisonment in the 
cou nty 
jail be­ 
tween fifteen and thirty day s, or both. 
That statu te was declared u nconsti­ 
tu tional in state v s. Granneman, 132 
Mo., 326, on the g rou nd that it was a 
special law. The cou rt held that bar­ 
bering on Su nday was clearly labor, 
and that it was clearly prohibited by 
section 2240. rev ised statu tes. 18 9 9 , 
which was a g eneral statu te, and ap­ 
plied to all acts of labor on Su nday . 
Nev ertheless, for some reason, the 
rev ising committee carried the bar­ 
ber act into the rev ision of 1899 as 
sections 2245 and 2246. althou g h at 
the bottom of the pag e they made a 
note that the section was u nconstitu ­ 
tional. 
The cou rts hav e nev er held 
at any time that any of the sections 
qu oted abov e from the rev ised stat­ 
u tes of 1899 were u nconstitu tional or 
in any wise illeg al. On the contrary , 
in the case of state v s. Granneman, 
132. Mo., 3.31. the cou rt say s: “The 
policy of ou r laws is to compel an ob­ 
serv ance of Su nday as a day of rest. 
In the case of state v s. "W^ellott, 54, Mo. 
App., 313. the cou rt discu ssed “work 
of necessity ,” and say s: “It is hardly 
i possible to g iv e su ch a definition of 
necessary work as will meet the re­ 
qu irements of different cases. 
It is 
not enou g h that it is more conv enient 
to do the work on Su nday than on 
other day s of the week. 
Generallj 
speaking , it ou g ht to be an imforseen 
necessity , or if foreseen, su ch as cou ld 
not reasonably hav e been prov ided 
ag ainst. 
Neither mu st the necessity 
be of the party ’s own creation.” The 
cou rt also held that where the state 
shows that the defendant worked on 
Su nday , the bu rden is on defendant 
to show that the work was one of ne­ 
cessity , and also it holds that barber- 
ing on Su nday is not a work of neces- 


sity . 
In state v s. Ohmer, 34, Mo. App.. 


113, the cou rt holds that the sale of 
cig ars or tobacco on Su nday is in 
v iolation of the statu te which prohib­ 
its the sale of g oods, wares or mer­ 
chandise on Su nday , and that, cig ars 
and tobacco are not articles of neces- 
stty . 
They also hold 
that 
by the 
words “articles of immediate neces­ 
sity ” is meant “necssity that is imper­ 
iou s, and that cou ld not reasonably 
foreseen 
or 
g u arded

the selling or g iv ing away of liqu ors 
on Su nday . 
It will be observ ed that 
the licenses to keep dramshops were 
obtained u nder a u niform law to 1893, 
either from the cou nty cou rt or from 
a body in the 
larg er 
cities w^hich 
stood in the place of a cou nty cou rt. 
In 1893 the law created the office of 
ex cise commissioner in the city of St. 
T^u is, and empow’^ered the g ov ernor 
to appoint that officer, and empow^ered 
the commissioner to issu e dramshop 
licenses. 
That law^ (section 3021 R. 
S., 18 9 9 ) g iv es to the ex cise commis­ 
sioner power “to rev oke any license 
by him g ranted, if the dramshop keep­ 
er to whom the license has been issu ed 
shall v iolate any of the prov isions of 
the laws of the state g ov erning dram­ 
shops.” and requ ires him to notify the 
police commissioners of the names of 
all licensees and their places of bu si­ 
ness, and makes it the du ty of the po­ 
lice au thorities “to prev ent any one 
carry ing on the bu siness of dramshop 
keeper withou t hav ing a license for 
that pu rpose,” and the law of 1899 de­ 
fining the du ties of police commission­ 
ers in St. Lou is requ ires them “to see 
that all laws relating to the observ ­ 
ance of Su nday are enforced.” 
The 
statu tes (section 617 6, R. S., 18 9 9 ), 
requ iring the police commissioners 
of Kansas City “to see that all laws 
relating to the observ ance of Su nday 
and relating to pawnbrokers, intem­ 
perance, v ag rancy , disorderly persons 
and g ambling are enforce." 
These law's g av e to the g ov ernor 
pow'ers that he did not before hav e 
ov er the enforcement of the dramshop 
laws in the cities. 
He cannot imme­ 
diately enforce 
them 
himself, bu t, 
throu g h the 
influ ence 
that he can 
bring to bear on the police commis­ 
sioners and on the ex cise commis­ 
sioner, or by 
the 
kind of men he 
chooses for those positions, he can 
pretty nearly assu me the power of 
enforcing 
those 
laws. 
Heretofore 
the g ov ernors seemed 
to 
take the 
v iew’ of these law's that they had form­ 
erly taken of the laws concerning the 
enforcement of the Su nday laws and 
other laws in the v ariou s cou nties in 
the state; that is, they did ju st as the 
people did who elected cou nty ju dg es 
—assu med that those officers w’ou ld 
do what the statu tes requ ired them 
to do, and did not, after hav ing ap­ 
pointed them, try to force them to 
make a rig id 
enforcement 
of any 


ernor’s power in that respect are v ery 
defectiv e, in that 
they 
do not, bu t 
shou ld, specifically say 
where 
his 
du ties are to beg in and w’here to end. 
So long as they do not say , it remains 
a m atter of g u bernatorial policy , to be 
determined u pon by each g ov ernor 
according to his own ideas of what 
his du ties are. 
The old democratic 
doctrine, as I u nderstand it, has been, 
as to all matters of state g ov ernment, 
that no ex ecu tiv e officer, shou ld ev er 
u ndertake to ex ercise any du ty which 
he is not specifically au thorized by 
law’ to do and as far as I know the 
history of the state, that has been the 
ru le by which democratic g ov ernors, 
ex cept in times of u nu su al emerg ency , 
hav e been g ov erned in the past. And 
by u nu su al emerg ency I mean riots, 
insu rrections, strikes or those disor­ 
derly u prising s in a cou nty with w’hich 
the sheriff is not able to cope. 
Ordinarily , it is u nderstood that u n­ 
der ou r code of laws it Is the du ty of 
the prosecu ting attorney to institu te 
all prosecu tions for the v iolation of 
law’. 
It will be seen, howev er, that 
the statu te in reference to the du ties 
of police commissioners of St. Lou is, 
relating to dramshops (section 3025), 
which makes it their du ty “to prev ent 
any person carry ing on the bu siness 
of dramshop keeper withou t hav ing 
a license for that pu rpose,” empowers 
them with an au thority which has not 
ordinarily been su pposed to belong to 
a sheriff or other peace officer. 
It 
may be necessary for orderly g ov ern­ 
ment of larg e cities that su ch au thori­ 
ty be 
v ested 
in ex ecu tiv e offiers; 
whether or not su ch is the fact, it Is 
nev ertheless tru e that that statu tory 
prov ision mig ht be constru ed by the 
g ov ernor as a ju stification of his 
cou rse in compelling the police of­ 
ficers to see that the law’ which re­ 
qu ires saloons to be closed on Su nday 
be enforced. 
On the other hand, I 
can clearly see where a 
g ov ernor 
equ ally as conscientiou s and reg ard­ 
fu l of the Intended limitations u pon 
his au thority mig ht conclu de that it 
was not his du ty to continu e the pres­ 
su re of his hands 
u pon the ex cise 
commissioner and the police coramis- 
sionrs after he had once appointed 
them.

It does not appear by what reasoning 
it can be held that the law does not 
apply to clu bs of any kind in any part 
of the s ta te -th a t la, the law ag ainst 


statu tory du ty , a m atter of their own 
personal 
concern. 
Both 
Gov ernor 
Folk's attitu de in reference to the en­ 
forcement of the Su nday law's and the 
attitu de of the prior g ov ernors are 
permissible u nder the statu te. 
It 
has been the ru le in this state, du ring 
most of its history , for the g ov ernor 
to assu me that the man he appointed 
to a pu blic position w’oiild do his 
du ty as the statu te defined it, and not 
try to force him to do his du ty by lay ­ 
ing his hand u pon him. 
The present 
g ov ernor seems to take the v iew that 
his du ty in reg ard to the enforcement 
of the law's does not end with the ap­ 
pointment by him of g ood men to of­ 
ficial places, bu t that his du ty to see 
that the laws w’hich his appointees 
are requ ied to enforce continu es after 
their appointment and du ring their 
term of office. 
I am of the opinion that either v iew 
of the du ties of the g ov ernor as to the 
enforcement of the Su nday and kind­ 
red law’s in St. Lou is and Kansas City 
is permissible u nder the statu tes and 
the constitu tion. 
The 
constitu tional 
requ irements 
that the g ov ernor “shall take care to 
see that the lawrs are enforced” is a 
v ery indefinite requ irement, for the 
reason that neither the constitu tion 
nor the statu tes specifically say how 
the g ov ernor shall do that. 
In my

These wrlll 
bring thorou g h 
training 
and hig h 
standards within easy reach of all 
the teachers. 
Instead of an enroll­ 
ment of 2.500, there will be 4,000. In­ 
stead of 300 normal g radu ates annu al­ 
ly , there wrill be 500. 
There will be 
approv ed 
su mmer 
schools for teachers 
at 
Colu mbia, 
Kirksv ille, Warrensbu rg , Cape Girard­ 
eau , St. Lou is, Spring field, Warrenton, 
Webb City , Chillicothe, Stanberry and 
Trenton. 
These will prov ide ex cel­ 
lent opportu nity for ambitiou s teach­ 
ers to make prog ress in their prepara­ 
tion for better work and to raise the 
g rades of their certificates.
